In the G. O. read as fourth paper above , Government interalia

claims are in order, with reference to the rules and that only time bare 
ed claims need be pre-audited . It has also been brought to the notice 
of Governmentthat in the Medical Benefit Rules applicable to Central 
Government servants no such authorisation from the Audit Office is 
insisted and that the claims are presented duly countersigned by the 
controlling authority who is authorised to countersign the Travelling 
allowance claims of the Gazetted Government Servants. The Director 
of Health Services in his letter read as sixth paper above also has 
agreed to the suggestion of the AccountantGeneral. 
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Government have examined the question in all its aspects and are 
pleased to order that the claims of Gazetted Government Servants 
including Heads of Departments in respect of medical re - imbursement 
will be drawn in salary bill forms duly countersigned by the controlling 
authority who is authorised to countersign the Travelling Allowance 
claims. The G. O. read as fourth paper above will stand modified to 
the above extent.

AWARD 
The Industrial dispute between the management of the Suburban 
Bank Ltd., Trichur and the workmen of the concern represented by the 
Secretary, All Kerala Bank Employees Union ( Trichur Unit) Trichur , 
was referred to this Court for adjudication by Order No. 50906 /62-3/H4/ 
HLD of the Health and Labour Department (Health H ) of the Govern 
ment of Kerala dated 2-9-1962. 

G. 2644 
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The following are the two issues referred to adjudication : 

( 1) Retrenchment of P. Eacharan Nair . 

( 2 ) Gratuity to Sri P. Eacharan Nair. 

2. The union submitted the claim statementon 11-10-1962. The 
unioa affirmed in its statement that Sri Eacharan Nair was a clerk 
employed under the Management for about 15 years. The Manage 
ment had no standing orders. There was no law , rule or contract 
which governed the age of retirement of the employees under the bank. 
On 22-2-1961the Board of Directors of the Bank , made a unilateral 
decision to retire ail ernployees of the Bank, on attaining the age 
of 55 , On the same day, the Management issued a service order to 
Sri Eacharan Nair to the effect that he would be allowed to retire 
from the services of the Bank with effect from the afternoon of 31st 
March 1961 " . Although Sri Eacharan Nair obeyed orders,his removal 
from office was not voluntary . The non -employment of Sri Eacharan 
Nair amounted to retrenchment in Law and that this action of the 
management is illegal and void for non -compliance with the mandatory 
provisions of Section 25 F of the Act. No notice under Sub -Section 
(c) ofSection 25 F has been given by the management. The compen 
sation contemplated by Sub - Section (b ) has also not been paid . These 
are conditions precedent for terminating the services of an employee by 
way of retrenchment. These conditions are not fulfilled . Therefore 
the termination is void and illegal and Sri Eacharan Nair is entitled 
to be reinstated with full back wages. 

3. With regard to issue No. 2 , the union submits, that it presupposes 
the existence ofa valid and justifiable retirement. If so , the employee 
entitled to gratuity by way of retirement benefit at the rates usually 
available in the Industry . Therefore the employer should either rein 
state Sri Eacharan Nair with full back wages or pay gratuity 
to him at the rate of 15 days wages for every completed year of service . 

4. The Managementsubmitted their reply statement on 16-11-1962. 
The management denies the allegations made by the union in their 
claim statement. The management asserts that the retirement of Sri 
Eacharan Nair cannot be construed as retrenchment. This was a case 
of voluntary retirement on attaining the age of superannuation and 
therefore the claim of the union for reinstatement docs not at all arise . 
Since there was no retrenchment the employee is not entitled to receive 
anything by way of retrenchment compensation . The demand for 
gratuity as an alternative relief for reinstatement is opposed to the 
basic concept of a claim for gratuity. Gratuity is redically different 
from retrenchment compensation . The claim of gratuity is made over 
and above the retirement benefit already paid in the form of provident 
fund. The introduction of a scheme of grautity is based solely on the 
financial capacity of the employer. The table furnished along with 
the statement would conclusively prove that the bank cannot afford to 
iatroduce a gratuity scheme. Therefore the clajin of the union should 
be dismissed . 

5. The union filed a rejoinder on 14-12-1962 controverting the 
allegations of theManagement. Both the parties filed their list of do 
cuments and schedule of witnesses. The case came up for evidence and 
cxhibits W1 to W14 weremarked for reference on the side of the union

and Exts. MI to M11 were marked on the side of the management. No 
witnesses were examined on either side, and the case was posted for argu 
meat. Adjournments for argumentwere allowed on two occasions pur 
suantto the requests of both the parties. To - day the parties conceracd 
settled the matter out of court and filed a Memorandum of Compro 
mise, signed by both the partics and their advocates respectively with a 
prayer to accept the same and to pass on award in termsthereof. The 
Memorandum of Compromise is given below as ‘Annexure and I pass 
the award in terms thereof. This award is so become enforceable 
after 30 days of its publication in the Governinent Gazette .

DRAFT RULES FOR VACCINATION IN RURAL AREAS UNDER SECTION 81 
OF THE MADRAS PUBLIC HEALTH Act, 1939. 

(Act III OF 1939 ) 


1. Definitions.-- In these Rules, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(i) “ Parent" means the father or mother of a legitimate child 
and the mother of an illegitimate child . 

(ii) "Guardian ” means any person to whom the care, nurture or 
custody of any child falls by law or by natural right or recognised 
usage, or who has accepted or assumed the care, nurture or custody of 
any child or to whom the care ,nurture or custody of any child has been 
entrusted by any authority lawfully authorised in that behalf. 

( iii ) “ Vaccinator" means any Health Assistant appointed by the 
Government to perform the operation of vaccination or any Medical 
Officer appoinsed by the Government or a private Medical Practitioner 
possessing the qualifications not below the rank of an Assistant Surgeon . 

(iv ) “ Child ” means a boy or girl who has not attained the age 
of eighteen years. 

( v ) " Unprotected child ” means a child who has not been 
protected from smallpox by having had that disease naturally or by 
having been successfully vaccinated or re -vaccinated within seven years 
immediately preceding . 

(vi) “ Unprotected person means a person who has no visible 
marks of smallpox or is unable to produce satisfactory evidence of 
successful vaccination or re-vaccination carried out within seven years 
immediately preceding . 
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(vii) “ Vaccination Depot" includes a place or building where 
vaccination is performed free of charge by direction of the Director of 
Health Services. 

(viii) “ Person " means a male or female who has attained the 
age of 18 years. 

( ix ) “ Inspecting Officer ” means the Health Inspector appointed 
by the Government or the Assistant District Medical Officer of Health 
or " Health Officer” or any person authorised by Government to inspect 
vaccinations performed by a Vaccinator. 

(x) Health Offices - Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
Madras Public Health Act ." Health Oficer ” means the Health Officer 
if any employed by the local authority concerned or in any other case 
the officer exercising the powers of the Health Officer in the District, 

(xi) “ Local Area” means a Panchayat arca. 
2. (i) The parent or guardian of an unprotected child who is not 
less than six months old and who has resided for one month within the 
limits of a Local Area shall take or cause the child to be taken to a 
Vaccination Depot for vaccination or re- vaccination as the case may be 
or shall procure such vaccination or re -vaccination by a Vaccinator . 

( ii ) Any unprotected person who has resided for one month 
within the limits of a Local Area shall get himself vaccinated or re 
paccinated as the case may be ata vaccination Depot or by a Vacci 
nator. 

( iii ) Notice may be issued in Form No. I to unprotected persons 
or guardians of such children to get themselves vaccinated . 

3. The Health Officer or Executive Authority or any person duly 
authorised by any of them , may if any portion of the Local Area is 
threatened or infected with smallpox , direct every person or child in 
the said area who has no visible mark of smallpox or is unable to 
produce satisfactory evidence of successful vaccination or re-vaccination 
carried outwithin four years, to be vaccinated forthwith . 

4. (i) If a Vaccinator finds that an unprotected person or child is 
not in a fit state of health to be vaccinated , he shall deliver to such 
person or the parent or guardian or such child as the case may be , a 
Certificate in Form No. Il to the effect that the person or child is not 
then in a fit state for vaccination . Such certificate shall remain in 
force for the period specified therein not exceeding three months but 
may be renewed if necessary . The reason for the unfitness shall be 
specified in the certificate. 

(ii) If a Vaccinator finds that an unprotected person or child is 
in a state ofhealth fit for vaccination he shall forthwith vaccinate such 
person or child and deliver to such person or the parent or guardian 
o such child as the case may be, a memorandum stating the date on 
which the vaccination was performed and specifying the date on which 
and the time and place at which the person or child should be present 
or be produced as the case may be, for inspection . 

5. (i) On the date and at the time and place notified as aforesaid 
the person or child vaccinated sball be present or be produced as the 
case may be for inspection . 
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( ii) If the inspecting officer findsthat the vaccination has been 
successfulhe shall give to such person or the parent or guardian of such 
child as the case may be, a certific te to that cifect in form No. III. 

(iii ) In the event of the vaccination being unsuccessful the 
inspecting officer may if he thinks fit , direct that the unprotected 
person or child shall forthwith be again vaccinated and sub cquently 
inspected as provided in sub -rule (i) of this Rule. 

6. When an unprotected persoa or child is vaccinated by a Vacci 
mator not employed by the Government or by the Local Authority, 
such person or the parent or guardian of tkat child as the case may be, 
shall forward within fifteen days of the date of vaccination a certificate 
of successfulvaccination from such vaccinator to the Health Officer or 
to such person as may be authorised by the Health Officer in that 
behalf. 

7. The Executive Authority or the Health Officer may cancel any 
certificate given under these rules if it is proved to his satisfaction that 
such certificate has been improperly given or obtained on behalf of any 
unprotected person or child and thereupon such certificate shall cease 
to be valid and notice of such cancellation shall forthwith be given to 
such unprotected person or the parent or guardian of such unprotected 
child as the case may be. 

8. No fee or remuneration shall be accepted by a Vaccinator 
employed by the Government for any vaccination performed cr certifi . 
cate given under these rules. If any unprotected person or the parent 
or guardian of any unprotected child is desirous that vaccination should 
be done at the residence of such person or child the Health Officer may 
upon application by such person or such parent or guardian as the case 
may be and upon payment of such fee as the local authority may fix , 
direct a Vaccinator to perform the vaccination at suchſresidence. 

9. (i) If the Health Officer or any person authorised by him in this 
behalf has reason to believe that there is an unprotected person or 
child in any house he may call upon or issue notice in Form NO. IV to 

(a) such person to be present for inspection between the hours of 
6 a , m , and 6 p . m . and to state his age , parent.ge, place of birth and 
duration of his residence in the area . 

(b ) the parent or guardian of any such child in the house 
under his care to produce the child for inspection between the hours of 
6 a . m . and 6 p . m . and to state the age , parentage , place of birth and 
duration of residence of the child in the area. 

( ii ) The Health Officer, the Executive Authority or any other 
person authorised by him under sub -rule (1) of this Rule shall 

(a ) ifhe is aware ofthe existence of any person or child who is 
unprotected and is fit for vaccination , or 

(b ), if on a requisition under sub-rule (i) any person refuses to 
be present or any parent or guardian refuses to produce any child 
under his care for inspection , or 

(c) if after inspection it is proved to his satisfaction that any 
person er child is unprotected and is fit for vaccination , or 

(d) if he is acting in pursuance of the powers vested in him 
under Rule 3 deliver to such person or the parent or guardian of sach 
child or cause to be affixed to the house of such person or such parent 
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or guardian a notice in Form No. I requiring the person or child as the 
case may be to be vaccinated within 72 hours at a time and place to 
be specified in the said notice. The person or the parent or guardian 
to whom such notice is delivered or at whose house it is affixed shall be 
bound to comply with it unless a certificate is produced from a 
Vaccinator to the effect that such person or child has either been 
successfully vaccinated already or is unfit for vaccination . 

10. The provision contained in Rules 4 to 8 shall so far as may be, 
apply to re-vaccination of an unprotected person or child. Re-vac 
cination shall be performed five years after a primary vaccination 
(within three months period ) and thereafter at intervals of seven years 
(within three months ). 

11. Whoever commits a breach of any of these rules shall be punish 
able with imprisonment which may extend to three months or with 
fine which may extend to one hundred rupees or with both .

THE KERALA MONEY LENDERS ( AMENDMENT) 

BILL , 1963 
(Report of the Select Committee ) 
The Select Committee to which the Kerala Money Lenders 
( Amendment) Bill, 1963 was referred , have considered the Bill 
clause by clause and now submit this , their report with the 
Bill as amended by the Committee annexed thereto . 

2. The Bill was published in the Gazette Extraordinary 
dated the 19th January 1963. 

3. The Bill was introduced in the Assembly on the 18th 
February 1963 and a motion for reference to a Select Committee 
was adopted on the same date . 

4. The Committee met on the 18th May, 14th June and 
11th July 1963. The changes proposed by the Committee and 
the reasons therefor are set out in the following paragraphs : 

5. Clause 2. — The Committee consider that only promissory 
notes for amounts not exceeding Rs. 3,000 need be brought within 
the purview of the Act and that promissory notes for amounts 
exceeding Rs. 3,000 and all other negotiable instruments need 
not be brought within the scope of the Act . 

Sub- clause (iv ) has been suitably modified . 
6 . Clause 5. - The Committee feel that in the case of a 
pledge also a rate of interest not exceeding 12 per cent per 
annum may be allowed . The Committee also consider that a 
money- lender may be allowed to charge a minimum of 50 nP . 
as interest on any transaction . 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 
7. Clause 17. — The Committee feel that it is not necessary 
to allow the police officers to inspect the books, accounts and 
documents kept by pawn - brokers. The Committee also con 
sider that provision should be made for imposing a fine if 
the pawn -broker fails to give a proper receipt, on the lines 
of section 9 (6 ) which is applicable to money -lenders. 

The proposed new Section 9D has been suitably modified 
for these purposes. 

The Committee are also of the view that no distinction 
should be made in regard to the procedure for redemption of 
pledges for sums not exceeding ten rupees and those exceeding 
that amount and that all pledges shall be disposed of only by 
sale by auction . The new Section SE has suitably been amended 
for this purpose. 

8. Clause 10. - The fine under the new proposed Sections 
18A and 18B has been raised from Rs. 100 to Rs. 500 as decided 
by the Committee. 

9. The other changes made are either consequential or of 
a drafting nature.

BILL 
to amend the Kerala Money Lenders Act , 1958 . 

Preamble. — WHEREAS it is deemed expedient to amend the 
Kerala Money Lenders Act, 1958 ( Act 35 of 1958 ) , for the 
purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Fourteenth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act may be 
called the Kerala Money Lenders (Amendment ) Act , 1963. 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once . 
2. Amendment of section 2. - In section 2 of the Kerala 
Money Lenders Act, 1958 ( Act 35 of 1958 ) , hereinafter 
referred to as the principal Act, 

( i) clause ( 1 ) shall be renumbered as clause (1A ) , and 
before clause (1A ) as so renumbered , the following clause 
shall be inserted , namely : 

“ ( 1) “ appellate authority " means any officer or autho 
rity appointed by the Government to exercise the powers of 
an appellate authority under this Act ;" ; 

( ii) in clause (1A ), the words brackets , letter and 
figures " and any subsidiary bank within the meaning of 
clause ( k ) of section 2 of the State Bank of India (Subsidiary 
Banks ) Act, 1959" shall be added at the end ; 

( iii ) after clause (4 ) , the following clause shall be 
inserted , namely : 

“ (4A ) " licensing authority " means an officer or autho 
rity appointed by the Government to perform the functions of 
a licensing authority under this Act ;" ; 

(iv ) for sub -clause ( vii ) of clause (5 ), the following 
sub -clause shall be substituted , namely : 

“ ( vii) an advance made on the basis of a negotiable 
instrument as defined in the Negotiable Instruments Act , 1881 
(Central Act 26 of 1881 ) , other than on the basis of a pro 
missory note for an amount not exceeding three thousand 
rupees ; " ; 
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( v ) for clause ( 7 ) , the following clause shall be substi 
tuted , namely : 

" ( 7 ) " money lender " means a person whose main or 
subsidiary occupation is the business of advancing and realis 
ing loans and includes a pawnbroker, but shall exclude a bank 
or a co -operative society or the Life Insurance Corporation of 
India established under section 3 of the Life Insurance Cor 
poration Act , 1956 (Central Act 31 of 1956 ) . 

Explanation 1. - Where a person , who carries on in the 
State of Kerala , the business of advancing and realising loans 
is resident outside the State, the agent of such person resident 
in the State shall be deemed to be the money lender in respect 
of that business for the purposes of this Act. 

Explanation II. - For the purposes of this clause, clause 
( 7A ) , proviso to sub -section ( 1 ) of section 3 , clause ( a ) of 
sub- section ( 3 ) of section 10 , section 16A , and suction 17 , 
the word " person " shall include " a firm or a joint family ;" ; 

( vi) after clause ( 7 ) , the following clauses shall be 
inserted , namely : 

" ( 7A ) " pawnbroker ” means a person who carries on 
the business of taking goods and chattels in pawn for a loan . 

Explanation . Every person who keeps a shop for the 
purchase or sale of goods or chattels and who purchases goods 
or chattels and pays or advances thereon any sum of money, 
with or under any agreement or understanding expressed or 
implied that the goods or chattels may be afterwards re 
purchased on any terms is a pawnbroker within the meaning 
of this clause ; 

( 7B ) " pawner " means a person delivering an article 
for pawn to a pawnbroker ; 

(70 ) " pledge" means an article pawned with a pawn 
broker ; " ; and 

(vii) in clause ( 9 ) , the words " or the pawner" shall 
be added at the end . 

3. Amendment of section 4. - In section 4 of the principal 
ct, for sub - section (4 ) , the following sub- section shall be 
substituted , namely : 

“ (4 ) Every order of the licensing authority under sub 
section ( 3 ) shall be communicated to the applicant in such 
manner as may be prescribed " . 

4. Substitution of new section for section 6.- For section 6 
of the principal Act, the following section shall be substituted , 
namely : 

" 6. Money lenders to exhibit their names over shops. 
Every money lender other than pawnbroker shall always keep 
exhibited over his shop or place of business his name with the 
word " money lender" and its equivalent in the regional language 
and every pawnbroker shall always keep exhibited over his 
shop or place of business his name with the word " pawn 
broker” and its equivalent in the regional language.” . 
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5. Amendment of section 7. - In section 7 of the principal 
Act, for sub -section ( 1 ) the following sub -section shall be 
substituted , namely : 

" ( 1) No money lender shall charge interest on any loan 
at a rate exceeding twelve per cent per annum simple interest : 

Provided that a money lender shall be entitled to charge 
a minimum of fifty naye paise as interest on any transaction " . 

6. Amendment of Section 9.- In Section 9 of the principal 
| Act 

( 1) in sub-section ( 1 ), for the opening words " Every 
money-lender shall ”, the words " Every money -lender other than 
a pawnbroker shall” shall be substituted ; 

( 2 ) in sub - section (6 ) , after the words " If any money 
lender" , the words " other than a pawnbroker ” shall be inserted . 

7. Insertion of new sections 9A to 9H . - After Section 9 
of the principal Act, the following sections shall be inserted , 
namely : 

" 9A . Pawn-ticket to be.given to the pawner . - Every pawn 
broker shall, on taking a pledge in pawn, give to the pawner 
a pawn -ticket in the prescribed form and shall not take a 
pledge in pawn unless the pawner takes the pawn -ticket. 

9B . Person producing pawn -ticket presumed to be entitled 
to redeem the pledge.— ( 1) The holder for the time being of a 
pawn -ticket shall be presumed to be the person entitled to 
redeem the pledge , and subject to the provisions of this Act , 
every pawnbroker shall, on payment of the principal and 
interest, deliver the pledge to the person producing the pawn 
ticket, and he is hereby indemnified for so doing. 

( 2 ) Except as otherwise expressly provided in this Act, 
a pawnbroker shall not be bound to deliver back a pledge unless 
the pawn -ticket for it is delivered to him . 

9C . Protection of owners and of pawners not having pawn 
tickets.- ( 1) The following provisions shall have effect for the 
protection of owners of articles pawned , and of pawners not 
having their pawn -tickets to produce : 

(a ) Any person claiming to be the owner of a pledge but 
not having the pawn -ticket, or any person claiming to be 
entitled to hold a pawn -ticket, but alleging that the same has 
been lost , mislaid , destroyed or stolen or fraudulently obtained 
from him , may apply to the pawn -broker for a printed form 
of declaration (which shall be in the prescribed form ), which 
the pawnbroker shall deliver to him : 

Provided that an application shall not be made under 
this clause where the loan exceeds two hundred and fifty rupees 
unless the applicant has caused a public notice of his claim , 
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containing such particulars as may be prescribed to be published 
in the prescribed manner for not less than the prescribed 
number of days before the date of the application . 

( b ) If the applicant delivers back to the pawnbroker 
the declaration duly made before the Magistrate or Judge by 
the applicant and by a person indentifying him , the applicant 
shall have, as between himself and the pawnbroker, all the 
rights and remedies as if he had produced the pawn- ticket : 

Provided that such a declaration shall not be effectual for 
that purpose 

( i) in cases where the loan exceeds two hundred and 
fifty rupees , unless the applicant executes a bond with two 
sureties, to the satisfaction of the pawnbroker or of such 
authority or person as may be prescribed in this behalf, 
agreeing to indemnify the pawnbroker in respect of any liability 
which may be incurred by him by reason of delivering the 
pledge or otherwise acting in conformity with the declaration ; 
and 

(ii ) in all cases, unless the declaration is duly made 
and delivered back to the pawnbroker within such period 
after the delivery of the form to the applicant, as may be 
prescribed . 

( c ) The pawnbroker is hereby indemnified for not deli. 
vering the pledge to any person until the expiration of the 
period aforesaid . 

( d ) The pawnbroker is hereby further indemnified for 
delivering the pledge or otherwise acting in conformity with 
the declaration , unless he has had notice within the meaning 
of the Transfer of Property Act, 1882, that the declaration was 
fraudulent or was false in any material particular . 

( 2 ) Any person making a declaration under sub-section 
( 1 ) , either as an applicant or as identifying an applicant, 
knowing the same to be false in any material particular , shall 
be punished with imprisonment for a term which may extend 
to six months or with fine which may extend to one hundred 
rupees or with both . 

9D . Pawnbrokers to keep books, give receipts, etc.- (1 ) 
Every pawnbroker shall 

( a ) regularly record and maintain or cause to be 
recorded and maintained in a pledge book in the prescribed 
form , an account showing for each pawner separately 

(i) the date of the loan , the amount of the principal 
of the loan and the rate of interest charged on the loan per 
cent per annum , per rupee per mensem and per rupee per 
annum ; 

( ii) the amount of every payment received by the 
pawnbroker in respect of the loan , and the date of such pay. 
ment;

(iii) a full and detailed description of the article or 
of each of the articles taken in pawn ; 

(iv ) the time agreed upon for the redemption of the 


pawn ; and 


(v ) the name and address of the pawner , and where 
the pawner is not the owner of the article or of any of the 
articles pawned , the name and address of the owner thereof ; 

(b ) keep and use in his business the following documents 
and books (which shall be in the prescribed form ) and enter 
therein from time to time, as occasion requires , in a fair and 
legible manner such particulars and in accordance with such 
directions as may be prescribed : 

(i) pawn -ticket ; 
(ii) sale book of pledges; 
( iii) declaration where pledge is claimed by owner ; 
( iv ) declaration of pawn - ticket lost ; and 

(v ) receipt on redumption of pledge ; 

( c ) give to the pawner or his agent a receipt for every 
sum paid by him , duly signed and, if necessary, stamped at the 
time of such payment ; 

(d ) on requisition in writing made by the pawner, fur 
nish to the pawner or, if he so requires , to any person mentioned 
by him in that behalf in his requisition , a statement of account 
signed by himself or his agent, showing the particulars referred 
to in clause ( a ) and also the amount which remains outstand 
ing on account of the principal and of interest, and charge such 
sum as the Government may prescribe as fee therefor ; and 

( e ) submit to the Inspector concerned such returns 
relating to the loans advanced by him , in such form and at 
such times as may be prescribed . 

( 2 ) All records or entries made in the books, accounts and 
documents referred to in sub -section ( 1 ) shall be in such 
language or languages as may be prescribed in respect of any 
area ; and all such books, accounts and documents and all 
pledges taken by the pawnbroker shall be open to inspection 
at any time 


* 
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by the licensing authority , or by the 
Inspectors appointed under section 10 or by any officer 
authorised in this behalf by the Government. 

( 3 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Indian 
Evidence Act, 1872 , a copy of the account referred to in clause 
( a ) of sub-section ( 1 ) , certified in such manner as may be 
prescribed shall be admissible in evidence in the same manner 
and to the same extent as the original account. 

( 4 ) A pawner to whom a statement of account has been 
furnished under clause ( d ) of sub - section ( 1 ) and who fails 
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to object to the correctness of the account shall not, by such 
failure alone, be deemed to have admitted the correctness of 
such account. 

(5 ) In the pawn -ticket furnished to the pawner , in the 
receipt given under clause (c ) of sub- section ( 1 ) and in the 
statement of accounts furnished under clause (d ) of that sub 
section , the figures shall be entered only in Arabic numerals . 

(6 ) If any pawnbroker fails to give to the pawner or his 
agent a receipt under clause (c ) of sub- section ( 1 ) , he shall 
be liable to a fine not exceeding two hundred and fifty rupees . 

9E . Redemption of pledge.- ( 1 ) Every pledge shall be 
redeemable within one year from the day of pawning , exclusive 
of that day ; and there shall be added to that year of redemption 
seven days of grace within which every pledge (if not redeemed 
within the period of redemption ) shall continue to be 
redeemable . 


( 2 ) A pledge 

shall 
further continue to be redeemable until it is disposed of as 
provided in this Act, although the period of redemption and 
days of grace have expired . 

Explanation . — Where the contract between the parties 
provides a longer period for redemption than one year, the 
provisions of sub - sections ( 1) and (2 ) of this section and 
sub -section ( 1 ) of Section 9F shall be read and 
construed as if references to such longer period had been 
substituted for the references to the period of one year therein . 

9F . Sale of pledge and inspection of sale book.- ( 1 ) A pledge 
may be disposed of by the pawnbroker, after the expiry of 
one year and the days of grace provided in sub- section ( 1 ) 
of Section SE by sale by auction and not otherwise, and the 
sale shall be conducted in accordance with such rules as may 
be prescribed . 

(2 ) A pawnbroker may bid for and purchase at a sale by 
public auction conducted under sub -section ( 1) , a pledge pawned 
with him ; and on such purchase, he shall become the absolute 
owner of the pledge. 

( 3 ) At any time within three years after the public 
auction , the holder of the pawn-ticket may inspect the entry 
relating to the sale either in the pawnbroker s book or in such 
catalogue of the auction as may be prescribed . 

(4 ) ( a ) Where on such inspection or otherwise the pledge 
appears to have been sold for more than the amount of the 
loan and the interest and charges due at the time of the sale , 
the pawnbroker shall pay to the holder of the pawn-ticket, 
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on demand made within three years after the sale, the surplus 
after deducting therefrom the necessary costs and charges of 
the sale . 

(b ) If on such demand it appears that the sale of the 
pledge has resulted in a surplus but that within twelve months 
before or after such sale, the sale of another pledge or pledges 
of the same person has resulted in a deficit , the pawnbroker 
may set off the deficit, against the surplus and shall be liable 
to pay only the balance, if any, after such set off. 

9G . Liability of pawnbroker in case of theft or fire. - Where 
a pledge is lost being theft or destroyed or damaged by or 
in consequence of fire, the pawnbroker shall nevertheless be 
liable on application made within the period during which the 
pledge would have been redeemable , to pay the value of the 
pledge, after deducting the amount of the principal and interest . 

Explanation . For the purposes of this sub -section , the 
value of the pledge shall be its estimated value, if any, entered 
in the pledge book at the time of the pawn together with interest 
on the amount of the principal and shall in no case be less than 
the aggregate of the amount of the principal and interest and 
twenty - five per cent on the amount of the principal. 


9H . Compensation for depreciation of pledge.--If a person 
entitled and offering to redeem a pledge shows to the satisfaction 
of a Civil Court having jurisdiction to entertain a suit for such 
redemption that the pledge has become or has been rendered 
of less zalue than it was at the time of pawning thereof by or 
througn the default , neglect or wilful misbehaviour of the 
pawnbroker, the Court may, if it thinks fit , award reasonable 
compensation to the owner of the pledge in respect of the 
damage , and the amount awarded shall be deducted from the 
amount payable to the pawnbroker , or shall be paid by the 
pawnbroker, as the case require, in such manner as the Court 
direct3." . 

8. Amendment of Section 14.-- For sub -section (3 ) of section 
14 of the principal Act, the following sub -section shall be sub 
situated , namely : 

." ( 3 ) Every order of the licensing authority under this 
section shall be communicated to the licensee in such manner 
as may be prescribed ." . 

9. Insertion of new Section 16A . - After Section 16 of the 
principal Act, the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

" 16A . Appeals.- ( 1) Any person aggrieved by an order of 
the licensing authority under sub - section ( 3 ) of section 4 or 
sub- section ( 1 ) of section 14 may, within thirty days from the 
date ut communication of such order , appeal in such manner 
as may be prescribed to the appellate authority having jurisdic 
tion over the area . 
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( 2 ) The appellate authority 

may admit 

an appeal 
preferred after the period of thirty days aforesaid if it is 
satisfied that the appellant had sufficient cause for not preferring 
the appeal within the said period . 

( 3 ) The appellate authority may , after giving the appellant 
an opportunity of being heard , pass such orders on the appeal 
as it may deem fit . 

( 4 ) Every order passed by the appellate authority shall 
be communicated to the appellant and to the licensing authority 
in such manner as may be prescribed ." . 

10. Insertion of New Sections 18A and 18B . - After section 
18 of the principal Act, the following sections shall be inserted , 
namely : 
" 18A . Certain acts of pawnbrokers to be punishable. 

A pawnbroker who 

( 1 ) takes an article in pawn from any person appearing 
to be under the age of eighteen years, or to be intoxicated ; or 

( 2 ) purchases or takes in pawn or exchange a pawn - ticket 
issued by another pawnbroker ; or 

( 3) employs any person under the age of eighteen years 
to take pledges in pawn ; or 

(4 ) under any pretence purchases, except at a public 
auction , any pledge while in pawn with him ; or 

(5 ) suffers any pledge while in pawn with him to be 
redeemed with a view to his purchasing it ; or 

(6 ) makes any contract or agreement with any person 
pawning or offering to payn any article, or with the owner 
thereof, for the purchase, sale, or disposition thereof within the 
time of redemption ; or 

(7 ) sells or otherwise disposes of any pledge pawned with 
him except at such time and in such manner as is authorised 
by or under this Act, 
shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may 
extend to six months or with fine which may extend to five 
hundred rupees or with both . 

18B . Certain acts of pawners to be punishable. - Any person 
who 

(a ) offers to a pawnbroker an article by way of pawn , 
being unable or refusing to give a satisfactory account of the 
means by which he became possessed of the article ; or 

( b ) wilfully gives false information to a pawnbroker as 
to whether an article offered by him in pawn to the pawnbroker 
is his own property or not, or as to his name and address, or 
as to the name and address of the owner of the article ; or 

( c ) not being entitled to redeem , and not having any 
colour of title by law to redeem a pledge, attempts or endeavours 
to redeem the same, 
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shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may 
extend to six months or with fine which may extend to five 
hundred rupees or with both . 

( 2) In every case falling under sub -section ( 1) and also in 
any case where , on an article being offered in pawn , for sale 
or otherwise, to a pawnbroker he reasonably suspects that it 
has been stolen or otherwise illegally or clandestinely obtained , 
the pawnbroker shall, in the absence of reasonable excuse , 
inquire into the name and address of the person concerned , and 
seize and detain such person and the article , if any, and forth 
with communicate to the nearest police station the facts of 
the case and shall deliver the person and the article, if any, 
seized to the police . 

( 3 ) A list of properties believed to have been stolení may 
be delivered by the police to any pawnbroker licensed under 
this Act and thereupon it shall be the duty ich pawnbroker 

(a ) if any article answering the description of any of 
the properties set forth in any such list is offered to him in 
pawn, for sale, or otherwise, to proceed in accordance with the 
provisions of sub - section ( 2 ) ; and 

(b ) If any such article is already in his possession, forth 
with to communicate to the nearest police station the facts of the 
case ( including full particulars as to the name and address of 
the person concerned in the delivery of the article to the pawn 
broker ) and also, if so required by the police, to deliver the 
article to them " . 

11. Amendment of Section 20. - In section 20 of the principal 
Act, for the words " lose his right” the words " lose his lien on 
or right to the pledge or ” shall be substituted . 

12 . Insertion of new Section 22.- After Section 21 of the 
principal Act, the following section shall be inserted , namely 

" 22. Repeal. The Madras Pawnbrokers Act, 1943 (Madras 
Act XXIII of 1943) as in force in the Malabar District referred 
to in sub - section ( 2 ) of section 5 of the States Reorganisation 
Act, 1956 (Central Act 37 of 1956 ) , is hereby repealed " .
